Tho Prince of Walea haa talton heartily 
to tho diplomatic game.

Count Tornielli-lJrueatI do Vergnno, tho re- 
tiring Italian ambaaaador to Groat Britain, 
who is to Fuoceed Baron do Marochetti aa 
Italian ambassador at St. Potorsburg, was 
being entertained. Lord Roaeborv and the 
Karl of Kimborly were also at Windsor. 
Before the retiring ambissador loft the castle 
bo had an interview with Lord Kimberloy, 
and-iMbscqaently the Quoen granted an au- 
dience to the Prince, the Count and tho two 
ministers. The inference generally drawn 
from their interviews is that tho Anglo-Rua- 
sian rapprochement is not intended to aflect 
in any way the relations between the gov- 
ernments of Great Britain and Italy.

JAPAN'S ATTITUDE. 

Uhe Hofuses to Treat for I'eaco Unless China 
Hakes a JTormal Ftoposal In a 
Froper Way. 

Wasiukoxok, Deo. 8.— Confirmation by 
cable has been reoelved at the Japanese lega- 
tion here of the United Frees dispatches 
from Tokio, that Japan had rofuaed to treat 
with China in tho peaoo negot;utione uolees 
China sends a duly accredited ambaaaador 
to make the ovorturoa. This was announced 
from tho Japancao legation to-day. No con- 
firmation of tho dispo^oh of severaldays ago 
that the Chinese env6y had been appointed 
has roached Washington, and it is holloved 
that he was not'named until yesterday. It 
is reported Jtnat Secretary Greabam eidea 
with Japan in her- ultimatum that an am- 
bassador, fully anthorised by the Chinese 
Emperor, is the only person who can prop- 
erly make the formal proposal for peace, and 
this opinion, whtoh Was purely personal, of 
oourse, coincides with the action of the 
Japanese government In declining to treat 
with Commisslonur Detrlng, on the .ground 
that ho was not; proptrly accredited and had 
not been given the power to treat.

Bkuu.v, Doo. S. — Tho reiohstag commis- 
sion which arranges tho order of buainoBS 
had fixed tho first reading of the budget for 
Tuesday next and the first reading of the 
antl-soaiallst bill for December 17. Tho lat- 
ter will be presented and defended by Chan- 
cellor Prince Hohenloho and Baron Koeller, 
Pruealan minister of the Interior. An analy- 
sis of tho text of tho Booiallst bill haa been 
allowed to become public property. It aur- 
passes what any eioept tho social democrats 
feared. It diaoloaos tho proposal to grant 
the government such sweeping powers aa 
would menace every purty and iuiiividual 
whoso political opiuiona diilor from those of 
the eslabliahcd authorities. Tho bill 
apparently is coercive In ita wid- 
est scope. For instance, paragraph 
IHO provides a lino of COO marko and im- 
prisonment for two years for anybody con- 
vlotod of inciting to vio'enco people aaaom- 
bled in public or of publicly attacking re- 
ligion, tho monarchy, marriage, tho family 
or tho Institution of the govorninont to the 
danger of public aafoty. Tho aanio penal- 
ties aro imposed in tho cubo of anybody 
speaking distorted or fiilao utatoincnla, 
bringing state institutiono into c.>!itoiii|it or 
ridjouliup tho government uuthoritioa. Still 
aoothor oilensivo paragraph makes punish- 
able, not only tbe commission of crime, but 
also the intention to commit it, although 
" said intention may not have become man- 
ifest in acts involving tbe beginning of a 
criminal act." The judge alone is left to do- 
oide whether the criminal intent exists.

TAXt'OItVEB. 

Vancouveu, Doc. S,— Louis Ej^gart, car- 
penter, is tho unfortuniito nmn who wna 
drowned near tho Hastinga mill on Thurs- 
day night. Ho was a friend of Cap*. Fuuke, 
of tlie barque India, and was to C3ill for 
him to attend tho Fifth ward banquet. Ho 
has not rouirned homo since i'hursday 
night. He was a man of regular habits. Ho 
ia u brother of Jules EjjgciCt, watchmaker, 
with whom he lived. 

In tho famous MuNoal vs. Riohmond 
municipality ciao, which ia familiar to moat 
readers, Mr. Jiiatioo Crease haa allowed ft 
Btiiy ( f i)rocncdiii(>8 for aix weuka ; costs to 
plaintiff. Tho application was to extend 
tho time allowed for an appeal from tho 
special act of tlio ioKialaturo in favor of 
Kiohmond. 

On Monday IVofesaor Tyndall will pro 
ceed to Victoria and from thencn to San 
Francisco, whence ho will go to I'ljnibuy, 
India, to bo buried. Ho will go into a 
trance, when his noso, ears and mouth will 
bo stopped, hia toujjuo turned back and hii 
body covered with a coatinf? of ahoUao. Tho 
doctor's certilicato of hia death will bo forth- 
coming before tlieao preliniinarica. He will 
be buried ten feet under the ground witli a 
machine attached to tho oaeket which will 
lift the earth at the first muscular move- 
ment. He will be buried In February next 
year. 

The executive of tho ratepayers associa 
tion, some twenty-live in number have 
iaaued the mandate that ox-Ald. Collins is 
to be mayor for 1895, and it is presumed 
that the entire electorate will bow aub- 
miasively to the choice. 

The Trades and Labor Council mot last 
night when the parliamentary committee ro- 
porttd that it regretted the withdrawal of 
the workmen's wage bill, introduced by the 
Attorney-General. Grave objections were 
registered against the bill No. 2, for the 
benefit of meohanios and laborers. The 
council consider a first lien should be given 
to tho laborer. They suggest that a com 
raittee be appointed to take into considera- 
tion the advisability of starting a co- 
operative general store. They thought that 
a olauao should bo inserted in every con- 
tract that workmen bo paid wages the same 
as those current in the neighborhood, and 
the legislature should be asked to prohibit 
by law minors or females working iu the 
workshop over time or at nights. Other 
legislation favored was, that the property 
qualifioation be abolished in municipal elec- 
tions, that aldermen each be paid $400 a 
year, that tho Chinese law be extended to 
include Japs and that tho cumulative sys- 
tem bo adopted in voting. 

J. W. Davidson, war correspondent for 
tho New York Herald and nine other pa- 
pers, will be a passenger to tho Orient on 
the Empress of China. Mr. Davidson ia al- 
ready famoua in journalism, hiving been a 
prominent member of the Peary Arctic ex- 
pedition. Hia terrible experience iu the 
frozen north, latitude 80, was the aubjaot 
of an hours' talk with the Colonist repre- 
sentative. He atarted over an ice peak with 
13 dogs, twelve were frozen to death by th 
way. One of them, a powerful thorough- 
bred wolf, alone surviving and pulling him 
in a sled when a portion of hia foot became 
frozen and dropped off. The wolf is still at 
hia home in Minneapolis, a boasehold pet. 
After faostilitiee have ceased, Mr. Davidson 
will orgAiiize an expedition into the interior 
of China, bis ambition being to penetrate 
where no white man has ever been.

New Westminstek, Deo. 8. — Robert 
Hogan, shot by " Shorty " Wilkinson, is 
said to be dying. This will make Wilkin 
eon a murderer if Hcgan's case ends fatally 
Wilkinson's anxiety that Hogan may re- 
cover in naturally keen. 

The Fraaer river liahormen have mot and 
resolved to ask Mr. Corbould to request the 
Hon. Minister of Fisheries to accede to the 
following retiuesc : That a seven and a 
half inch not may be used from January 1 
to December 31 for ca:ching spring salmon 
and steel heads ; that the season for oatoh 
ing cohoe salmon be from September lo to 
October 1 with a five and three quarter inch 
net; that the sookeye season be from July 
1 to September 1 ; that the close season for 
fiahing cohoea be between tho close of tho 
Bockeye aeaaon and the 15th of September ; 
fiat none but provincial voters receive a 
license to fioh for salmon, Indians of course 
excepted ; that sturgeon fishing bo permit 
ted from September I to May 15 ; and 
the number of hooks be limited to 1,000 a 
boat ; and that the license be $5, with tho 
same restrictions as were suggested in the 
salmon license.

THE NOBUAL SCHOOL 

To THE ICditou :— In your issue of Thurs- 
day, commenting on the report of tho 
Superintendent of Education, you make two 
suggeationa on which I ahould like to aay a 
few words, suppoaiug that your editorial 
utterancoa are open to criticism. That tho 
present hard times will take part with you 
in suggesting economy, and that tho estab- 
lishment of a normal school may not be im- 
mediate, many teachers will bo ready to 
agree ; but your other suggestion in favor of 
the present plan of allowing inoxporionoed 
teachers to learn by toaohlug should not 
pass without, at any rate, o full diacuasion. 

This plan, though it may be only per- 
mitted and not deliberately planntd, con- 
sists in taking a newly-made teacher, plus a 
certificate, minus experience, and payirg 
him or her §50 per month for services worth 
obout $'25. This ia rather a liberal esti- 
mate, for a young ond inexperienced toucher 
does not usually do one-half the etleotive 
work of a skilled normal aohool 
graduate, In oonsidoration cf tho extra 
pay, S'25 per month, which the teacher does 
not fairly earn, he works z 'aloualy ot com- 
pleting his education as a teocher, that he 
may be able hereafter to serve the public 
better. Hia education ia completed by the 
method of trial and error, by experiment- 
ing on methoda of teaching till ho has learn- 
ed how to teaoh. 

Hia early methods will be founded on 
those of hid own teacher, a man educated 
from 10 to 50 years ago, and hense will he 
more or less antiquated. He does not know 
that the science of education haa made pro- 
gress during this period of ten or fif i:y years, 
and it ia a well-known faob that " reading 
up " a text book on education in prepara- 
tion for his examination was never known 
to influence any inexperienced teacher in 
actual work. Ho must soo these methods 
in practical use before they become part and 
parcel of his mental equipment. A " book- 
teacher " is almost aa muoh a rara avis aa a 
" book-farmer," 

But tho bill which tho public pays forthie 
" education by experience " ia longer yet. 
After he has mistaught one school for a year 
he removes to another, leaving o legacy of 
bad habits and diatorted ideas in the minds 
of hia scholars, a garden of weeds which his 
successor must uproot before he can re-plant 
with anything useful. And this is no easy 
task. I have soon a class, neglected by one 
teacher and ill-trained by others, stand ab- 
solutely still during tho following year while 
old habits wore uprooted and old fao'.a re- 
taught upon a rational basia, I have soon a 
class which had learned geography for 
two or three years without ever seeing a 
map ! It may seem an incredible atafoment, 
but they had actually learned by rote lists 
of rivera and mountaina, not knowing whore 
any of them were to be looked for. 

Now, experience alone may lead a 
teacher to ditcard such methods, but 
the fundamental error of half instructed 
teachers will remain, the error of mistaking 
the stepping atones of education for its final 
ouds and aims. Spelling and writing are 
only the stepping atones to dlotation, and 
this is merely a stopping stone to the art of 
composition — tho moat valuable thing a 
child can carry away with him from 
school, Graniniar, as usually tought, is 
absolutely without value. It should bo 
merely o stepping etono to analysis, the 
value of which aa an aid to composition ia 
generally undervalued, 

Sound Idcaa on such topics aa these must 
bo taught either at u normal school or at 
model Bchoola, the only oHicient auljBtitute. 
If wo cannot got a normal tchool at once 
wtiy should not model ochonia bo inatltuted 
at which tyroa nmy see tlio beat mulhodd in 
actual practice under tho boat icacheru 
available iu tho province ? I ofler thia aug- 
gestlun for what it may he worth, and it 
aoems to mo to oll'ur many advantai'ea over 
the plan of w.iiling till now toacliora liave 
educated ihoinseKLS at tho public expense 
by mia-educattng tho pupils committod to 
their charge, I am, youre obediently,

Bed- 
rook yielded in a otude experiment 87 to 
the p»n of dirt while nugReta worlh S20 
were found in profusion, C. baatty, ono of 
the party, reported the find In Janean 
while on his way baok via ateamer to San 
Franoiec!), where ho will oeouro tho latest 
improved uppIiaDooa for obUinlog gold.

The 
buein is ua lurge ua the whole Paoiflo alope, 
and eve ry tributary of that grofct itream has 
Kold aloDg Its banks and bara. Mr. Wiiaon 
h'ft Juuo kU for iho Yukon on June 1, 1894, 
going acroaa tho niountaina by tha Cbllcoot 
1)1188. Ho went down tho Yukon rlvor a 
tliataiicu of SiJO miloc, Bhooting the can- 
yon, viaiting Vi.riiiua i rit: u tiiricH und taking 
while on roufo over 'JIIU plioinkjrupha of tho 
Bcenery nloug tho routu. lie la the only 
miui who ovor bn-ught out pictures of tho 
Ifadirg ccciiiK i)oiutn nf thut wonderful re 
gion. Ho furtliur h liil : 

*' There are boeid s the plucor mines, nu- 
nioroiia ([iiiii ti', loduu, but the dovolopirjcut of 
these will bo a mutter for tho futiire, ua the 
country will hnvo to h'^ in an aiivunced state 
of development before thoao lodea can be de- 
veloped. A few years ugn the placers wero 
only worked ill summer. Kow they work 
down throueb the ico. got out tho auriferous 
earth and work tho gold out of ic in bumuier 
when tho weather ie wanr. In my apinioti 
there are no richer niinea in thn Wrrhi.

The Seattle Telegraph, wbiob during the 
four yeara of ita exisDenoe proved itself to 
be a bright and newsy sheet and as an organ 
of the ]>eniooratio party did considerablo 
acrvico, went to press for tho last time yes- 
terday morning, its ownerabip having been 
acquired by the proprietors of its rival tho 
Poat-Inteiiigencer. In its valedictory the 
Telegruph says : 

"After four years of exiatence, tho Seat- 
tle Telegraph will this morning bo ieaued for 
tho last lime. Tho proprietors, after having 
carried it through dark diys and adverse 
circumHtanceo, to a poaition of alrength and 
iiilliiiitico throughout the entire state, are 
coufrontod with a vorp dolicuo (luestion. 

"They aro otl'ered an amount of money 
for the property that! is beyund tlii-ir riumt 
sanguinu fc.Xijectationa and will fully com- 
peusato thcni for their weiUa and monl.ha of 
cire, worry and pouuniury loss. Ttui fmure 
of the Telenraph never loukcd bo bl ight. I'.y 
careful management und the usuiBtaiico (if t.u 
ableand conscientioua stuff of employes Tho 
Telegraph has aa^uineii a inisitiou among tho 
beat of Paoiflo Coant daihca. 

" Tho owneru h>ivo made a gallant atrug- 
glo to carry T'ho Telegraph along, and it. ih 
with regret they ailnut to Iheniiielvea tliar 
the tielU ia noi large enough for two auc'i 
morning papers aa have been occupying it. 
Without proper patronage no paper can ho 
run aa a liusincaa proposition, ami tho point 
haa been reached when thia property muHt 
be oonaidored without; aoniiinent, in a cool 
and baainesa-liko way. The Post lntelli- 
geneer publishing company iiaving come 
forward at this time with an unaoliuitcd and 
liberal o£F*r, haa been met by this company 
in aa liberal a spirit, and after days of nego 
tlationa an agreement has been reached 
whereby The Telegraph will be cooaolidatcd 
with the Poat-Intolligoncer. After this 
mornins thn latter paper will assnme com- 
plebe control. 

" It IB true that the proprietora have felt 
loth to pare with The Talegroph, for, on 
account; of tho very ttrugglea by whioh it 
h is Ixirn placed in ita pieuoat poaition, an 
attach meiir haa sprung up for even ita name. 

" Tho proprietors and m lU!lg'^ment; desire, 
hern und now, to thank thv' frieiuls who 
havo always bupportud The Telegraph by 
their paironiigi! and words of oncoumgo. 
moiit. They hope alao that tlioao who have 
dillered with them will forget the p:i9L ae 
freely as all difrorencus uru forgotleii by 
them." 

Tho Post-Intelligencer thua aunouncco the 
transfer : 

'' 'I'liu property of tho Telegraph I'ubliHli 
ing Company, including thog.ioii will, plant 
and Bubaoripiion list of tho Tolegrapli news- 
paper, was yeatenlay Hold to tho I'mi; Intel- 
t'oncer Coiiipiiny, ami tho last isauo of the 
Telegraph appoura thia morning, 'I'hu lino- 
type maohinoo' on which the Telegraph haa 
been printed are being tranaforred to the 
Poat-Intolllgencer office, and within a few 
days the type for thia p&por will be aeb cn 
them." 

"Tho Telegraph has beon in ciiatonoo 
over four years, Iiaving boon eatibliahod in 
August, 1800, by O H. Llilinan, Judge 
Thomas Burku, D. K. ])urlo and J. J. 
Browne, with Mr. Durio as editor. lu No- 
vember, 1891, Mr. Durio eovared his con- 
neotlon with the paper and V. A, Ryan sue. 
ceededhim. After about eight months Mr 
Ryan became proprietor, and oonduoted tho 

Saper three months, wlien ha acid it to John 
^Uina, Fied E. Sander and Homer M. Hill, 
and Obarlce Hi Lngria beonme its editor. 



Messrs, Sander and Hill auocoPBivoly dia- 
poaed of th«ir intoroat, and Mr. GoIUdb hin 
for over a year been tho aole proprietor. 

"Tho Telegi aph has always at) md well aa a 
purveyor (f ii-.nvs, and ila retirement from 
tho field ia tolely duo to the fact that tho 
Sold is nob wide enough for two newspapers 
so good aa tho Post-Iutolligengor and Tele- 
graph." 

Editorially the Poat lntelligenoor says i 
"The change that has occurred will enable 
the PoBt-lniolligenoer to iDoreaao and on- 
large its newa service so that Ita patrons will 
bo aa well served in this direction as a lib- 
oral expenditure of money will permit. No 
oipenao will be aparod to make thia depart- 
ment of tho paper as nearly paifect oa may 
bo possiblo, 

" The Poat lntelllgonoer will oontinuo to 
advooQto the prinoiplea of tho Republioan 
party, becauao it honestly boUovoa that tho 
euccasa of thoae priuoiplea ia osseatial to the 
proaperity and welfare of tho whole people, 
iioyond thia, howevor.the Post-Intelligoncer 
will have no friends to reward and no en- 
emies to puniab. Every man and every 
party will receive oonaidoration and fair 
treatment, but there will be no diacrlmino- 
tion in favor of or againat any man or any 
party when the qaoation of a pure and hon- 
est administration of public affair is ood- 
oornod." 



LAST OF THE TSUTSOUT. 

Dr. Boas Dlgcorers Twelve Surviyors 
of a Once Fopnlons Indian 
' Tribe. 



Euterpstiiiir lufomatiou Gathered in 
Belation to the Natives of 
the North 



The remnant of a once powerful and nu- 
merous Indian tribe has just been discov- 
ered by Dr. Frati'. I'oua neiir the head of 
Portland c.uial. Dr. Hoap, who baa devoted 
hiuiaolf for yeais to tho study of tho Indian 
tribas all over tho continent and haa already 
made extensive reaearohca in British Coluai- 
bia, came to the Coast a couplo of months 
ago for the purpose of gathering further in- 
ormation for tho Britieh Association in re- 
gard to tho Indians. 

Ho had board there was an almoat ex- 
tinct tribe of Indiana soinowbere in the 
Naa? river country and now ho haa auoceed- 
ed in diucovering ihem. Of tho once numer- 
ous people that ranged tho great extent of 

untry from ISohm'a canal, in Alaska, to 
Cxpo Foi and extending down to tho lower 
part of the Nsas river, only twelve souls re- 
main. They have lost (heir very name, for 
their preaent name Tautaoub ia taken from 
tho Naaa river language. These Indiana 
difl'tir in appearance and maaaurementa from 
tho other Indiana of that part of the coun- 
try and are without doubt a dlatinct tribe. 

Dr. Boas put in acme time also examin- 
ing tho Naaa river Indians, took many mca- 
Eurementa of the people and brought baok 
many of their traditlona. He finds they 
show marked d iTorences from other Coast 
ludiana. They are shorter than the Hy- 
daha but larger than the Vancouver ialaod 
Indiana, and the great peonlisrity about 
them ia the broadness of their faces, whioh 
aro about a third of an inch wider i than 
thoao of other Indiana. Dr. Boas con- 
eiders that they are an offshoot of 
the Ath&baskan tribes whioh roam from 
the Rockies to the shores of Hudson's bay. 
Tho data ho has coUootcd Dr, Boas will 
compare with ineaaurements and other In- 
formation ho has when ho returns to the 
East. 

After spending somo four weeks among 
the Naaa river Indiana, Dr. Bnas then went 
to Fort Rupert, where he felt pretty well at 
home as ho bad been there before and is well 
known among the Indians, A family peou- 
liarity of tho Fort Kupertg, ho aaya, is tholr 
imnieuao noses, big proiiilnent fellowa, quite 
liitlerent from tho snuba and lUts of the 
other Indiana. 

Before leaving British Columbia, Dr. 
Boas will likely stop off at Sponce'a Bridge 
to finish up some work there ; Ihenco he goes 
i'lto Washington and proceeds to Southern 
California. He expects to be home in Chi- 
cago about the middle of January.

Why theCorporatipn have allowed tbevery 
important matter of fire proteotion to fall 
into the condition described by the Chief of 
the Fire Brigade, is more than we can oom- 
prehond. Tho danger from fire ia neither 
remote nor uucorlain. It ia always present, 
and tho causes which brint; about a conlla- 
Rrationaro oonafantly at work. Tho precau- 
tion Bguinsb this ovor-prcaent danger should 
bBsufGoient.aLd theappuratu8forextiu«uish- 
ing (ires should bo oouut»ntly in good work- 
ing order. The city cannot afford ever to lea- 
ten itH vigihiuco in tliia matter. It ahould 
always be wide awako and always prepared 
for the moat serious oontingenoy. To bo 
cold and careless about a matter of such 
paramount importance demonatratta a fa 
tuity which in men laying claim to tho poa- 
seasion of commou aoniie and common intelli- 
gence, ia really inoomprebenaible. The 
Corporation should be made to feel that 
thoy cannot trifle with this matter a single 
day longer. All that oan be done to 
inoroase tho pressure ahould be done and 
the Fire Brigade and ita appiiratus ahould 
be put in an elleotivo condition without an 
hour's unneocsaary delay. Here is a subjeot 
that demands the instant attention of tho 
(Jitizens' Association. Will it be equal to 
tho oooaslon ? It has now an opportunity to 
show ita neecaaily and ita uaefulneaa, and at 
the a.inio time to do the city a service of in- 
calculable value.

MONDAY NIGHT'S MBBTINO. 

It la to ba hoped that all Conaervativea 
in the city and aaburba whose health will 
permit will make a point of attending tho 
mass meeting in the Vlotoria theatre on 
Monday eveniog. They will hoar from Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tuppor a frank and manly 
as well as an ablo address on the polltioa of 
the Dominion. The Minister of Ma- 
rine and Fisheries ia o strong party man 
certainly, but he ia a party man in a largo 
and liberal sense. He ia a Conservative 
on principle and when he addreosca Con 
servatlvea he appeals to principle. He ia 
very far indeed from making little of (|ue8- 
tions of adminiatration, but he gives euch 
questions their proper place. Ho does not 
make them paramonnb. 

It ia evident from the tenor of yeaterday'a 
editorial In the limea that it ia tho opinion 
ot the organ of the Liberala in this city that 
the Conaervativea have no politicil prin 
ciplea, and that, if the Depirtmenta do 
not give thoni everything they want, 
and believo thoy have a right to, they will 
withont changing their minds on the great 
and vital quoatione between the parties, join 
the ranks of the Liberals. Victoria Con 
Borvativea owe it to themaolves to show tho 
Liborala that they aro not open to such ap- 
peals as the Times baa made to them, that 
although they may be displeaaed at some 
of the acta of the ofBciala of the Depart 
ments, and express their diapleaeuro 
vigorously, they regard these mat- 
ters when compared with the great 
political (juoationa that divide parties 
ia this Doiuinion as Just in the bal 
anco. Thoao v.ho go to hoar Sir Charlea 
Hibbert Tupper on Monday evening cannot 
fail to be pleased with tho manner in which 
ho dlaouases questions, both of local and 
general interest. They will find that ho 
will ahirk no Eubjfc: becuuso it happens to 
bo unpleasant, but that ho will discuea them 
ail reasonably, fairly and very pleasantly. 
^Ve are much mistaken if he will not be re- 
garded by the cireat msjorily of his hearers 
aa « more efTeotiva speaker than the 
muoh-landed Mr. Laurier. 



IN CONSTANT PBRIL. 

We trust that Clhicf Ueaay's vigorous and 
timoly letter to tho liourd of Trade will con- 
vinco both tho Corporation and the citizona 
that measures should be taken at onco to 
protect property in the city from fire. It ia 
moat alarming to know that there is only 
one fire engine in the city that oan be depend- 
ed apon. If a firehed broken out in a crowded 
part of tho city on Friday, nighb what might 
have boon tho coaaeciuoncoB aro positively ap- 
palling to contemplate. Wlthonly ono engine 
to depend upon and tho pressure 
too low to oarry the water from tho 
hydranb t« the top of a bniidlng of uny 
oonsiaerable helaht, the fire in spite 
of every poasiWo i dbrt on tho part of tho (ire 
brigade and thooitlzena would have had ita 
own way, and tho next morning nothing 
would ba left for tho citizens bnt to bemoan 
the loaa that the apathy and want of intol- 
ligenoe and, foresight on tho part of the 
olvio authorltlea hod caused. The oitizina 
Qf Vlotoria ahould bo thankful that thoy 
ars not- to-day lamenting iho ruiuoua 
efFeotaof a prooraabioatlon that is hardly 



A MUZZLED PRESS. 

Nothing ia moro difEoult than to get a 
true account of what happens in any part of 
the Turkish Empire. There are newspapers 
in the country but they oan publiah only auob 
nowa and auoh comment on public oventa as 
ia approved by Conaora of the Proea, who 
aro ignorant and narrow-minded and who 
regard aa offenaive to the Government news 
items and articles that appear to the news 
paper reader in this country aa deatitnte of 
all political eigaifioaooe. 

Every word that is printed in a Turkish 
newspaper la carelully soannod by tho cen 
sor and any passage, or expression or epi- 
thet that ia offdneive to him ia either 
ruthlessly stricken out or must be published 
in a mutilated form, or something elae that 
is allowed to be perfectly barmleas inserted 
in its placo. 

An artiolo entitled " Tho Press in Tur- 
key " in the November number of the 
Nineteenth Century contains a great deal of 
interesting information relative to Turkiah 
newspapers. The writer, H. Anthony Sal- 
mono, says : 

Any statement regarding local crimo or 
official oppression and niiedemeanor ia 
strictly prohibited. After all duo prccau 
tion baa been taken not to insert anything 
that may give ofiTence tho paper is sot in 
type and two copies are printed. These are 
sent by a member of the atafi to Government 
House. Pending his return, the men at the 
printing office, of conrse, have to be idle. 
The Censor takes his leisure over the matter. 
Turkiah officials do not believe that " time 
is money." On the contrary thoy often tiod 
it profitable to themselves to waste other 
people's time. Qenerally the mesaeoger has 
to wait four or five hours at the end of 
which ono of the copies is returned and the 
other kept. Imagine the editor's horror 
when he finds that four or five columns are 
struck out ! Thia ia done by a long daah of 
a blue pencil right across the columns, 
which signifies that tho matter therein 
printed must not bo published. The poor 
man, at his wits' end haa to dash off suffici- 
ent matter to fill in the blank space and 
submit a freah proof. Finally he gota this 
back signed and they aro allowod to go to 
preaa. The Urat three copiea are then de- 
spatched to the proprietor who has to allix 
his signature and seal at the bottom of the 
last page of each and send them at once to 
tho Censor. Thia mighty personage and hia 
ataff carefully perueo them to ascertain if 
anything bo left in corresponding to what 
woB struck out from the first proof. Should 
it over happen that by accident the com- 
positors forgot to remove a single word or 
line of this, the journal ia immediately aup- 
preaaed for an unlimited period. 

This is publishing a newspaper under dif- 
ficulties with a vengeance. It can easily bo 
understood that tho newspaper produced 
under such cenaorahip ia roally not worth 
reading. All newa respecting the doings of 
the Government and ita officials ia carefully 
kept from the public, and any piece of in- 
formation which tho Cenuor conaidera rtllacta 
upon tho Turkiah adminiatration or tho 
Mahommedan religion is never allowed to see 
the light. 

The reader can infer from the above de 
Boription of preas censorship in Turkey that 
lb ia literally impoaaible to get from Turkish 
aourcea anything in tho shape of a reliable ac- 
count of tho outragoa thiit l.ave been com- 
mitted in Armenia. It is moro than prob- 
able, in fact it is almost certain, that the 
readers of Turkish newspapers have not seen 
a word about those outrages. It ia as likely 
as not that they have been led to believe 
that tho condition of Armenia is 
profoundly peaceful and that its in- 
habitants are prosperous and contented, 
Tho Turkiah editor who dare publiah what 
is now believed to be the troth regarding 
what the people of that country have been 
made to sniTer at the hands of the " un- 
speakable T\irk " would bo punished with 
releiitlcaa eevority. Hia plant would bo 
confiacatcd and he would now most likely bo 
languishing in prison. 

Instances are given in the artiole from 
which WA have quoted of the lengths to 
which the oenaorahip of the press is carried 
in Turkey. Trillos, which would in thij 
country be regarded aa wholly unworthy of 
notice, are, under the mieoroBOopioeye of the 
Censor, muguified into matters of national 
importance. For instance, in the matter of 
titles, Mr. Salmona says : 

It has already been stated that the term 
" Majesty " is uovor given to European 
Boveruigna. Tho I'ope, moreover, ia never 
allowed to bo styled by tho Turkish press as 
"HiH HolincBa," for that title it ia alleged 
bolonga to the Prophet Mahommed olono. 
An Arab weekly paper publiebod abouD 
throe yearn ago a short life of tho Queen, 
alluding to her as the "(Juoon of Groat 
liritain and Ireland and Einpreaa of India." 
Tho worda Kmprtst iij'liuliii woro atruok out 
by the Censor, who remarked that tho Gov- 
ernmenb of " the Shadotv of Allah on Karbh" 



oannot acknowledge a Christian woman or 
permit the papers to allude to her as Km- 
press over a country in whioh there are so 
many millions of Mahommodans, 

The Turkish cenaorahip extonds even to 
tho mails, and the Q?arkish subscriber to a 
foreign newspaper can never depond ^pon 
receiving his copy regularly. Orders ate 
)oing continually received from tho head 
oliice at ('nnstantinople to atop tho delivery 
of B-iiio fDrcipn piipor H hich ia condemned 
becauBO it is ullf>ged to contain matter ad- 
verse to the interests cf the Government of 
tho Sultan. 

"Onco," says Mr. .Salrnone, "when 
tho foreign mail arrived at Peyruot the 
niwi-papera woro not delivered, and soon 
after tho Covcruor, accompanied by the 
roapcotive uonauls, visited tho British and 
Austrian post offices. The doors were 
locked and they were closeted within 
for eomo hours. The Governor took 
ev<!ry copy of tho Times, Standard 
and Daily Newa, and cut thorofrom 
with a pair of aciaaora half a 
olumn which contained a graphic account 
of the atrocities committed on the Arme- 
niana. Thia waa done in purauance of atriot 
telegraphic orders from Conatantiooplo. 
Tho act in itself waa bad enoui;h, but how 
tho ambaaaadora should have so fir con- 
nived at it ia inexplicAble, and it is somewhat 
doubtful whether tho Foreign Ofiicts in 
London and Vienna had knowledge of the 
occnrrenoe." 

The Government of the Sultan evidently 
fovea darkness rather tlian light. Is thia 
becauBo it ia conaoioua that ita deeda are 
evil? However tliat may be, ita policy in 
its owu iutoreats ia short-aighted and fool- 
iah. Juat now, for instance, very much de- 
pends upon the people of the Western 
nations obtaining a reliuble aooount of v;hat 
has happened and is hopponing in Armenia. 
If there waa a free preaa in Turkey the 
world would VLTV Boon know how much 
of tho nowo received from that 
part of the Sultan'a dominions is false and 
how much is true. Aa it is, it would bo 
worse than foolish to attach tho alighteat 
imporlunca to what is allowed to appear in 
tho Turkiah papers on tho subjeot. The 
world must depend upon the accounts sent 
to the Wis!; by persons the trutbfaineea of 
many of whom no one can vouoh for. Some 
of the accounts may be pure inventions, and 
then again in some of them the worab part 
of the truth may^Jhavo been suppressed. 
The public have no obeok on the retailers of 
newa from Armenia. Thia would not be 
the oaae if the press of Inrkey were free. 
Then again, if there was no press oenacr in 
Turkey the Turkish offioials would not havo 
tho unfortunate people ab their mercy. 
Tho cocsciouinesa that tho eyes of the 
world were upon them and that the opinion 
of the world waa ready to condemn acta of 
oppreasion and corruption, would be a re- 
atraint upon them and the Government 
which they aerve. We in free countries do 
not always realize how mnoh we owe a free 
and untrammelled preaa.

Tlio Snbslilpnno Greater 'J'hun Kver Ilnd Been 
Antlclpnted— The CkauKes TLiiC 
Have Been Hfectca. 

Tacoma., Deo. 8 —A thorough investiga- 
tlon of tbo great aubaidenoe whioh ocourred 
in the bottom of Puget Sound a week ago 
Wednesday night ia in progrcsa. Tho rail- 
road h preparing to rebuild the wharves and 
warebonse whioh slipped into the bey, and 
is taking soundioga along the water front. 

Enough data have been obtained to de- 
monstrate three things: First, thut the 
aubsldecae was greater than was supposed 
by anybody previous to to-day, and that it 
may be ranked as one of the greatest iiubai- 
denoes of the kind ever happening In this 
coantry, Seoond, that the centre of the 
disturbanoa was at least 100 feet below the 
aurfaoe of the Sound's bottom. Third, that 
tho railroadaor any other im|)rovement3 on 
tho water front mnat bo somewhat changed 
in character for all time from tho original 
plans. 

Chief I'Ligineor MoHonry sold to-night : 
" Tho pointing of tho piles in that direc- 
tion anel our soundioga Indioato lhat tho 
centro of tho great dopreaalon was 900 to 
1 ,0(10 foe!; out from tho shore line, and at a 
point a little south of oppofita the Sound 
wurehouan which went in. Tho doprosaiou, 
>^s visible from tho ivarohouBO, la but a 
Biiiall frucl ion>il part of tho uotuul subsi- 
dence. It is not absolutely certain that tho 
deprevsion had uny focna of centre, but the 
indioalioca are that it did."

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WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 

Gkiod Work Done bjr tho Frofossional 
Woman's Iicasuo. 

From its beginning tho Professional 
■Woinau's league has had a noblo growth. 
It was organized some threo yonrs ago 
in New York city by Mrs. A. M. Palm- 
er. Purhnps for this renson actresses 
■\ven.' ;uiinii;,' th(! fir.st to swell its imiiIck. 
Tlu' aim of its I'omuk'i- wiis to bi'iiotit 
proft'ssioiial wonieii socially and liuau- 
oially. It speedily formed committees 
to take in hand oases in which actresses 
wnn< clii.'ated out of tlmir pay l)y nii- 
prini-ipk'd nuuiaKovs. For lack of aKtiir 
uiiiuii aiiHiiii,' theatrical people they have 
hithertii been swindled with extraordi- 
nary iiumunity. The Professicjual Wo- 
man's league righted the wrongs of 
many a girl who bnrl been cheated out 
cf hor oaniings. It established a fund 
to leiiil money to ■women temjiorarily in 
need. This lias l)oen done in many eases 
of which the iiublio does not know and 
never will know. It was done privately 
and quietly. Mrs. Palmer tolls mo that 
tho Krateful girls, witli no oldigation 
binilin;,' tlieui beyoiul their own W(jrd 
and sense of iKinur, liavu in nearly every 
iustauco repaid tlie loan. Uneof thnniost 
unpleasant features in the life of t!ie 
average actress is that when she is out 
of an eugagonient sho is usually (jbli^ed 
to obtain assistance from some man. 
Women do not have money. If tho 
loan is forthcoming, the man too often 
takes it for granted that tho lady, being 
an actress, puts hcr.self under obliga- 
tion to him in a way revolting to winu- 
anlinuii. There are sturies simply beart- 
remlinu' that emilii'in this. Furtlu'Vniore, 
tho coar.-e, ordinary man .seems to t;d;e 
it for granted that tho actress who is 
forced to bon-ow money from him gives 
him a jiower ovi'r her evi!rl.'istingly. To 
dispel tliis illusion tlui i)rovi(lent fund 
of the league was formed, and it; has 
brought freedom from humiliating 
financial dependence to many a talente(l 
young wonum. Last winter during t\w 
bitterest of tlie hard times tlie organi- 
zation ki'iit open a lunchroom, with low 
prices fcir food. Women who eijuld pay 
did so: those who couhl not. were wel- 
comed and trusted till they could. Tho 
league now has 500 members. Actresses 
throughout the country aro joining it, 
and it offers protection and help to all 
professional women, ('lassis for in- 
struction in art, languages, ujusic, datic- 
ing, fencing, physical culture, drawing, 
dramatic art aud sewing and millinery 
are now open to members, 

A lady writes me of tho solid work 

done by tho girls at tho Lucy Cobb in- 
stitute, Athens, Oa. Sho says tho bright 
eyed young women students study all 
the political and economic questions of 
the day and hold debates on them, 
"quiitiiig .Tefforson, ihunilton, ,Tay, 
Calhiiun and Webster." Miss Ituther- 
ford is principal of this tine, progressive 
school. Not long since Senator Patrick 
Walsh lectured to the young ladios on 
tho tariff, and Secretary of tho Interior 
Hoke Smith gave them an address on 
tho silver question. I am glad indeed to 
liear such good n(>ws from tho Lucy 
Cobb in.-titute. This is the kind of study 
that girl students greatly need. In all 
parts of the country both girls and 
grown women aro taking courses of in- 
struetion in political and economic 
seienee and in the liistory of civil govern- 
ment. It is a splendid sign of these 
glorious times in which wo liv(.>. But 
when the writer of the Georgia letter 
tells mo that tho girls of tho Lucy (.,'obb 
institute do not want to vote and never 
will want to vote sho is dead wrung. A 
time is ne:ir at hand when they and tlie 
women all over this big country will 
want to vote aud will have to vote. 
Shall we polish up n Toledo blado to 
tho finest point of sharpness and then 
put it away in its sheath to rust out, 
never using it? 

Tho women helped beat Tammany 
anyhow. 

Among the eloquent and successful 
Republican campaign speakers in Indi- 
ana and Illinois it is pleasant to recall 
tho name of Miss Mary H. Krout of the 
Chicago Inter Ocoan.

There Aro Many Kinds — TarlotM Degrees 
of Excellence— How It Ib Applied. 

Gilding in very improving to Ixully 
HKirred ehiiir.s tliiit; are bright and grace- 
ful in design. When tho woodwork of a 
chair is too much dofaced to admit of 
its original surfaco romniniug visiblo, it 
should bo smoothed with sandpaper, 
and any bad indantations neatly filled 
with putty, whieh tihould bo carefully 
leveled with tho surrounding wood. 
Gilding should ahvay.s bu procedeil bj- a 
coat of somo light varnish o' good qual- 
ity tliatwill dry nicely. Shollao variii.'-li 
is excellent for this purpose. Tho obji-et 
i)f this coat, of varnish is to fill tho pores 
of the wood and thus Insaro n smooth 
hard surfaoa 

Thoro are many kinds of gilding, of 
various dogruos of oxcollonoo and put 
up in (liferent ways. Decorator and 
l''nrni.sher .<ays: Perliaps tlie bc'.st i.H tho 
variety tluit i.s sold in tho form of a 
ptnvdor wrapped in papers, with an ac- 
re mipanying bottio of medinin for mix- 
ing. This makes a very brilliant paint 
and i.s decidedly econnniioal. No iniiro 
of Ibe gilding .'<hi)tild bo nii.xed tlian 
will be ri ipiin il fur iiuniediate ajiplica- 
linn, as it suuii hec(]n.i'S lumii,y an<l un- 
lit for use. (iibliug should be applied 
with a camel's. hair brush, and when it 
is po.ssible tous(^ a largo brusli, as would 
bo tbo caso witli a chair, it is advisable 
to do BO. 

Upon any largo article, such as a chair 
or a screen, it is wiso to apply two coats 
of giliiing. Tins may bo quickly accom- 
plished, since gilding dries rai)idly, es- 
[)ecially in warm wc^ather. Ah much de- 
pends upon the kind of gilding used, 
tho stylo of tho chair and other oirouni- 
stancoR, it is impossible to set a defluito 
time, but it is absolutely uocessary to 
have one coat eutiroly dry before put- 
ting on tlie lu^xt. 

If gilding is to bo applied to an np- 
holst(!red chair, tho upliolstoring should 
bo liuislied first, oxcopt the row of giuip 
that is to cover tho raw edges, wliich 
may with oaro bo appliod afterward 
without marring tlio gilding. A chair 
of pretty design that has a canu seat 
may bo very nicely remodeled by gild- 
ing the wood and exchanging tho cane 
for a Boat covorod with crimson plush 
or a handsomo brocade in criniHoii and 
gold. Small wicker chairs aro very or- 
namental when gilded and may bo 
greatly improved by tastofnl arrango- 
moiits of bright luicd ribbons. Lustra 
paint.s may bo usfjd for gilding chairs, 
.some of tlii'in being exceedingly edect- 
ive, especially when it is de.sired to have 
tho gildiug blend with a oertniu tiut 
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Lifn In liirzniy what wo mnko it ; but it 
doponilfi iniioh on nur BurrnundinKa ; come 
rounti to "Our Dinpliiy of .\ iiiiis Silks" 
and havo your nvca oponod with what tho 
world l« pro<liiolni» to antisfy tbo growing 
demanda.

Adtlress to the Conservative Associa 
tioa ou the 3^riuoiples of t^e 
Admiaistration. 

"Words <»f Adii:ir;iti()u for this New 
froviuce— Loc«d luterests In- 
telligently Treated. 



Yeaterd»y foTenoon the Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries attended at the Bjitrd 
of Trade rooma to meet peraoos anxious of 
makinf; representatiooa or seekiof; informa- 
tion in regird to matters connectud with 
any of thu departnionts of the Dominion 
govornmont. Mr. Earle, M.P., and Lietit.- 
Cel. Prior,M.P., introduced tboie wlio called 
upon Sir Charles. Some vwnted infurmu- 
tlon and others had -come simply to shako 
hands and chat for a rnomoot or two. A 
number of poreona interested in the salmon 
industry talked over the xogalations and ex- 
changed views with the minister. People 
kept oominf; and going all the morning and 
it was after one o'clock before Sir Charles 
got through. After lunoh at Goverunient 
Hoase, Sic Chaclea, with Meaara. Bord 
Bod MoDonald, were taken for a drive 
Bcound the city. 

A dinner «t Ooverament iioaae was given 
In the evening in honor of the Minister, 
who afterwards attended the meoiing of the 
LilMral Conservative olab. 

A large Dumber of niembera wero prescDt 
at the meeting of the oiub, and wnen 8ir 
Cbarlea enterM the halt aQOompanied by 
Senator Maodonald, Meiers. ESorle and 
Prior, M'a P.; Hon. Mr. <P..oiey and other 
gentlemen, there waa a hearty burat of ap' 
pittuse. 

Sir Charles H. Tupper on being intrO' 
duced by Mr. 1). R ICer, the vice-president, 
wus louJty applauded and expressed his 
tli'»nks for ihe uordial reception. He 
had, he said, been taken considerably 
by surprise for several reusuns 
In the tirot plaoo, after his hurried 
glimpeo of this now plaoo, ho waa not pre- 
pared to find such a largo number of mom 
bars in the Liberal Gonaervative club. 
Since tho last eeaaion of parliament he had 
had an opportunity of travelling over a 
Itvrgu part of tho D.iminion. Ho had often 
cxprchBed his surpriao at the extent und lie- 
volopment of tho iCiatern pcjrtiou of Canada 
— and ho might bu pardoned for thinUin^ 
that those sections wero suflicient 
to create aurpriaa and turnith food 
for thought and admiration. (Applauao ) 
Bub great aa has been hia ooncopiiou of tht 
vast territory belonyinc; to Canada, ho 
never realizsd what a grand couutry ws bad 
till lie reached this point of tho IJominic n. 
(fLpplau'S. ) The ciui'8t,ior!8 to bs hundlon 
by the Gonaervative party wore largo and 
diffionlt of aolntion, and liu could uodcrarand 
how in snnie meaeurn ihoso frienda of thi 
party in the West who hid asaiattd grout 
men like iSir John A M tudonald in carving 
out the tataro of Canada, lad fob 
that tho real and true weight uf tho Wusi 
had not been quite appreciated. He full 
and real'zid tnat nittked as had bten 
the loyalty of the Eaatern provinces 
the grea-er credit for their loyalty 
muat be given to thoae larger and more 
aparaely peoplsl distriota of the Weat. 
They were fortunate in the Bast to havo had 
among them suob leadera aa Sir John A. 
Maodonald, Sir John Abbott and now the 
not leas dtitinguiahed Sir John Thompaon, 
whose aocesainilicy haa been the means i f 
keeping the more thickly populated Eist iu 
touch with tho suucosiiive adminiatraiions 
(Applause.) But — to llio greater cirndit of 
the party in Iho Wtsl — tho fjiberal Conner- 
vatlves in this part of C'anada g ivo their sup- 
port without hiving hud those advuutagus, 
lo «0B a great benefit for a party to bo well 
lod, but it was also a good thing for the 
people not only to approoiato tho groat prin- 
ciples which thoy BU[)[)iirteil, but to iiiool 
•with thoir loader and disoiisH with him per- 
sonally quostinna of nuitii il iotprest. In tho 
•Eiat if a question was not in accord with Ihi^ 
^rjvaUmt local opinion tho dilliculty (iDuld 
ho settled quickly and easily, lim whin 
they oonaiderod the diatanco which m parai 
.od tho NVeatorn part of tho Dominion froii) 
tho Kaau tho immonso diaadvantugo ivus 
readily apparent. Knowing as ho did these 
difUculties, £>nd desiring to btoonio ac- 
quainted with all tho (|uoationn — eoino of 
which .hj might call of minor importance. — 
affecting tho people here, ho had conje 
to ISritiah Columbia ao that he 
oould iii(|uiro into them und be 
able to form hia oonolusinns. Theso 
iiiinor gueatiocB be knew, if Kf'. alone, 
migbb grow and draw peoplb'n minds uwuy 
from tCe greater qneattona of prinoiple and 
M do a great injury that all might regret. 
Impreaaed with the deaire of the Premier to 
do justice to all parte of the oonntry and to 
meet the views of the entire people of Gan> 
ada, ho (Sir Charloe) had ventured to oome 
here and consult with his good frienda the 
rcproaontattvos of British Colnmbla in the 
House of Commons in order that he oould 
join with them in bearing witness to tho 
taols as well aa to tho local desire. Thoro- 
fore though oonsidored by many aa » black 
aheap (langhtar) he bad not 
te(»a to oome here withont 



heal- 
the 



suthocity and in the absence of 
bis leader, to put himcnlf on trial and to 
ascertain thu facta. While perhaps in 
some things ho had been forced to run 
couEtor to I ho wiahoa of valued friends, it 
wao one of tho groat reaiiona for ooiifuionco 
in tho adniiniatratinn at O lawa that ihiiy 
had dared to do what miglit bo an unpopu- 
lar thing Wise or unwiai — if iucarryint; out 
tho allairo of hia dei»rtinent he had dared 
to run counter to tho viowa of many people, 
tho accuiiatioii of trying by corruption to 
buy support at any cost, foil to tho ground. 
(Applause ) Hea;iidto thiaobohud vcn'und 
to olfond, that while they might condemn h in 
for not bs'iiig wiso or judicious, ho claiuinl 
an absoluto voio of oontidenot! in the in- 
tegrity of tho government. (Applause.) 
Ho Could go down and out of the government 
— other men had done so — but tho Con- 
aervativo party ia ao atrong and haa auch 
reason to ho alrorg th it while it carriia 
out its one deep principle it should 
remain aa atrong aa over. What other party 
wbs tliere atrong enough to h mdlo the dilli- 
cult duties of to day '.' He believed that tho 
government of to day wore tho only body 
for tho next ten yoara capable of meeting 
tho d.irmultiea. .(Applause.) Talto tho 
question of the lisheriea. Mr. Liurier 
had said when ho wai hero that 
fiahormen think their alfiira are not 
properly administered and that tho de- 
partment was tyrannizing over them. Hh 
only referred to that to show to wh it di n- 
picuble and cowardly methods of attack tho 
Liberals wero given. Sir John Mao- 
donald when in opposition from 
1S74 to 1H7S had fought on 
higbor ground than that. It had kept to 
the nno grout principle and tho outcome at 
tho next oleotion would bo tho aamo aa at 
the last. He wished to impress upon thom, 
in solemn conclave issembled, noc muzzled 
but free men at liberty to apeak and warn — 
indeed it was their duty to give warning 
in their best and moat emphatio manner — to 
heal up the amaller tronblea and to make 
the one great prinoiple of the party the iesuo 
when Ibe great trial cime. <(Applause ) 
He waa no oowai d Some miaerable cheat 
bad aaid be was trying to throw his own 
responaibllity on Sir Adolphe Caron'sshoul 
derv. Sir Adolphe Caron was his colleague 
and aa snob be (Sir Churlee) could not shirk 
bis reaponaibility aod atood there jaat aa if 
he were the Poatmaater-General bimtelf. 
He would tell them firat and foremost that 
if any ofEcers of his department went on 
strike In Viotoria or Halifux he would never 
go on strike a second time. In the interest 
of tho public auch a thing had to bo crushed 
nut. Tho precedent waa a dangerous one. 
If it wero known that tho govornment was 
so anxious for votea that it could not stamp 
out such a thing tho country's boiida would 
not bo worth what tlity wero to 
day in tlio markets of tho world. 
Tho L'ovorr.iiiont must maintain its dignity. 
The cibinet waa consulted by Sir Adolphe 
Cirou and though its feeling waa to act on 
general principles and take the re- 
aponeibility, it could not and did 
not i^;ii0r» tho fact that the puljlic were 
in syinp.ilby with tho men. (Applausi: ) 
Before the (iovernor (Jeneral'a iiu'ssngo was 
heard of in Oita'va, the government had do- 
oidod to go thia fir, to p;ivo tho men who had 
not gone on strike the ullowaroo from July 
1, and the others from December 1 
The Postmaster (ieneral had been absent 
from Ottawa and on biu return had 
taken up tho (piestion and waa about 
to give tho provii cial idlowance when the 
news of tho atriko reached him. Tiien when 
that oecurred his oolleuguea had ad viand 
him aa intimated. Ho (Sir Charles) hud 
l amed, since hocimo here, thut there wore 
two aidea to the question. Ho had 
u^certuined a gieat deal about tho 
price of living in Viotoria which 
wia not known to the Poetmastor-Oenoral 
or hia deputy, and finding Inspector Sweet- 
mann hero bo had asked him to make an rilli 
oial report on t he vaiioua facta ascertained 
by him (Sir Charles) with tho assistance 
of Mc-^arp, lOirlo and I'rior. He 
proposed that thia matter should 
bo brought t3 tho oonaidoration of 
tho Prime Minister immediately on his re- 
turn from JCngland. Tho ( 'onscrvat ivo parly 
vaa as ready aa evnr it waa to see right und 
justice done. (Apiliuae) Tho great alumb 
ling block in thia matter had boon, liiat iho 
lehiy on tho part of tho pos' nliico depart- 
nerii, and bi cond tho unwise act taken 
Ijy the employea of that department, 
rnia difiioulty, hnwovor, ho thought would 
bi) got over. He might toll them that if ho 
hud taken the ground when ho went into 
tho govornmont) thut he would reaign if ho 
wero not grunted every requeat ho nuulo lie 
shoulil havo resigned in u month. 
(Laughter ) It was imposaiblo for each 
member of tlio govornmont, to mcot every 
demand of bis colloaguo. He only wanted to 
tell them this to show that aoDoessiona 
had to be made and oompromlaes elTeoted in 
the party if. they were to work auooeaafully. 
Without BskiD^|them to forgive tho govorn- 
mont thoir sina — (laughter) — be would suy 
—granted they had ainaed — tli&% tho pros 
and oona abonld be weighed. Then, after 
ail, be might aak waa there not more to 
their oredit than their ahortoominga amount- 
ed to ? He would be pleased to speak to thom 
on the general policy of the govornmont on 
Monday evening. The task would bo un 
easy ono, aa whatever tho Conaorvotlvo 
policy was it wos tho same from ono ond of 
tho country to tho othor. There was no 
beating about the bnah. There waa no other 
partjr wbioh oonld lay that, He did not 



know whether or not they had 
McCarthyites (No !), or Patrors, (No!) 
T'be Idburol-i in tho East hod no post office, 
no Fraser river IroubUs to ooatcnd with, 
([..anghter ) Thoy had to depend on local 
condiliona in each section while the (^un- 
aervativos had had the one atory since con- 
federation. Sir Charles concluded by ad- 
viaing hia hearers, if they believed in the 
Conservative policy, to como out aquaroly 
und fight for it and go prepared to con- 
quer or to die. (Loud applause.) 

Lieut. -('olonol Prior, being loudly called 
upon, waa rOLjeivcil wi'h great appluuae. 
Ho believed that the Minister's viait would 
bo of groat ad vantage to t hi' ci'y and province. 
Ho full sure that .Sir Churlta' visit would re- 
sult in tho post < nice eniployiH obtaining 
their rights. Tho kindliest spirit had al- 
ready been ahown at tho nieetirg with tho 
aealers, and tho interview with tho oannero 
would no doubt bo also satiafactory. Ho 
trustuil there would ho a big turn 
out of Conaerval ives on Monday night, 
and c jneluded amid considerable cheering. 

Mr. Kirlc, M.P , alao epoko very briefly, 
stating that he had supported tho govern- 
ment in tho past an<i would do ao aa long as 
they puruueii the satiio policy. 

Senator Maodonald then moved a vote of 
thanks which waa snoonded by Mr. Charles 
Huywurd, and Sir Charles umldst applause 
expressed his acknowledgmenta and itpoke 
of the ploisure his very kindly reception iu 
Viotoria had afforded him. 

The meeting tj^en adjourned.
